Anniversary Day dawned bright and clear; weather in 
keeping with the usual good fortune of the Company 

A troubled world at this time looks forward to the supreme 
test of the workability and perhaps even the very continued 
existence of the United Nations. This body, pledged to stop 
aggression throughout this world, may soon be required to 
act on the distant country of Korea. There is no doubt that 
the greatest share of any proposed police action will fall to 
the lot of our own country. Again, our sons, brothers and 
comrades may be fighting on foreign soil in the cause of 
liberty. 

History will be made, but the making will involve 
American lives, resources and sacrifices. This first real chal- 
lenge to the concept that all free nations may live and act 
in harmony and peace has reared its ugly head. The prin- 
ciples upon which the United Nations has been founded 
must be supported. 

The threat of Communist encroachment hangs over the 
free countries of the world. To face this menace and to pro- 
tect our freedoms, we stagger under terrific tax burdens. 
imposed to provide defense funds to finance our atomic 
weapons, world air bases and to arm and train the nations 
of Europe who are members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

The flower of our youth to be drafted. A new group of 
war veterans appears to be in the making. The need for an 
enduring lasting peace in the world was never greater and 
seemingly so unattainable. 

The presence at our June Day Banquet of Colonel Charles 
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Sweeney, a guest of Lt. Col. MacPherson, brought to mind 
the possible changes in the conduct of future wars. Colonel 
Sweeney was the man who dropped the first atomic bomb 
from his plane on Japan. a history-making event and one 
that hastened the unconditional surrender of Japan and 
brought to a close the second world war. 

The election of E. Douglas MacPherson as captain con- 
tinues the trend of electing commanders with actual mili- 
tary service. Although the Captain need not have had mili- 
tary Lraining, the outstanding service record of the newly 
elected captain plus a very successful business career gives 
the Company a commander admirably qualified to continue 
the fine leadership with which the Company has been 
blessed throughout its existence. 

Captain MacPherson served with the 101st United States 
Engineers Yankee Division, AEF, overseas during World 
War I. ; 

As first Deputy Controller of Civilian Defense during 
World War II. he had under his jurisdiction the grave 
responsibilities of the warning center system on the east 
coast. He was especially commended for fidelity to duty and 
important service rendered in a highly complicated confiden- 
tial tour of duty directly involving security measures of this 
nation’s defense, and for selecting, screening and governing 
large groups of personnel. 

Among Captain MacPherson’s veteran military affiliations 
are: First Corps Cadets. 101st Engineers, Yankee Division, 
Centennial Legion. Boston Fusileers, Yankee Division Post 
290, American Legion and he is an associate member of the 
Crosscup Pischon Post, 281. 

Captain MacPherson is also director of Apartment Sales 
for the Boston Consolidated Gas Company and a national 
authority in the multiple-building field. He lives in Boston 
and has a summer home in the town of Rindge, New Hamp- 
shire.

At 10 A. M. assembled in front of the Chateau Frontenac 
and preceded by the 22nd Royal Detachment Band, the com- 
pany paraded to the Cross of Sacrifice, on Grande Alles, a 
lasting tribute to Canada’s sons who fell in 1914-1918, where 
a hollow square was formed around the Memorial. Captain 
MacPherson then addressed the Company: 

“Comrades and Friends, today in our humble way we are 
paying tribute to the brave soldiers who made the supreme 
sacrifice for their beloved country, Canada. With heads 
bowed, we stand in silence a moment in their honor. It is now 
my privilege to present to you. your comrade, Lt. Gen. Alfred 
F. Foote, who will address you.” 

(At this point Lt. Gen. Foote began: “Mon Captain, Mon General, 


Votre Excellence. Les Messieurs, et Dames, Mes Comrade de Quebec . . ” 
and continued in French to the completion of the address which is trans- 
lated for this report as follows.) 

“I dare address you in French, your beautiful language which I like 
very much. I do this because I know that you are a tolerant people. I 
trust you will excuse my errors, caused because of my lack of education 
in the French language and not by any fault of the heart. 

“I say to you with all my heart that I love the French Canadian 
people. Why shouldn’t I like you? We are brothers. In fact, your blood 
is mingled with that of the New England States. We are also your com- 
rades against tyranny. This great, joint effort to establish in all the 
world. liberty and equality for all peoples. 
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“This Company of Veteran Soldiers of Massachusetts and the United 
States have travelled a long distance to visit your beautiful city and to 
grasp your hand in friendship. 

“Your hearty welcome and your kindness has warmed the heart of 
these veteran soldiers of the United States. Speaking for the Company, I 
give you our heartfelt thanks. 

“Here where Champlain and Montcalm and great numbers of others 
drove a wedge into the wilderness, to form the civilization of the new 
world; here in the shadow of this magnificent Monument consecrated 
by the blood of the sons of Quebec; we should be on our knees to thank 
God that such men lived and were willing to die that we might have 
freedom and liberty. 

“What we shall say here today will soon be forgotten. but what they 
did will live in the hearts of men forever. 

“We are profoundly humiliated here at this magnificent Cross of 
Sacrifice. This bivouac of the dead, made famous and precious by the 
tears of mothers and widows and made sacred by the prayers of a great 
nation, 

“All honor and homage to the sons of Quebec who are so brave and 
courageous. In the face of their sacrifice, we seem feeble but their 
souls will march on forever — will live forever. 

“I do not want to be remiss in my duty, I see here the soldiers of 
today. In as much as I am always a soldier, notwithstanding I am re- 
tired, I desire to say a few words to our comrades of the Canadian Army. 

“It was a great pleasure and an honor to me to again march with the 
soldiers of the Canadian Army. I can very well see that you have been 
well trained and instructed. I have no doubt that you are excellent com- 
bat soldiers. For the Company of Ancients, I give you my compliments 
and thanks. My compliments also to your General of Brigade. 

“Again the bugle and the sound of marching feet; again the burst of 
shells and the rattle of machine guns; mingled with the drone of air- 
planes; again our sons and brothers are passing through the valley of 
the shadow of death. Many have already given their lives and many 
are maimed for life, that the peoples of the world may have freedom 
and liberty. Together with the United Nations, we shall continue our 
struggle until all men — all nations — are free. 

“It is very fitting and right that this ancient corps, whose numbers, 
for more than three hundred years, have sacrificed all that men might 
be free, should come to this beautiful shrine, here to offer a fervent 
prayer that the world might have peace. 

“This beautiful monument commemorates the sacrifice of the soldiers 
of Quebec, and there are none better in the cause of freedom. 

“Here whether in the glory of noonday, or the silence of the night,

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there is the eternal vigil of the dead. On fame’s eternal camping ground, 
their souls have found peace. and history marks their gallant deeds. 
“We come to the Cross of Sacrifice in humbleness before Almighty 
God, weary of war and all its sacrifices, to offer a fervent prayer that 
there might be peace on earth and good will among all men and nations. 
“May I close my remarks here by reading to you some lines written 
for a comrade of long ago who gave his life on the field of battle. He 


was a Canadian Frenchman. 


“Dear Friend and Comrade, I miss you still, 
The years are long, since we did part, 
My grief was great, but “twas God’s will, 
Cherished memories fill my heart. 


“Some times I think that I can hear 
Your merrie laugh — your quiet joke. 
The manly way you conquered fear, 
‘The many days you bore the yoke. 


“Once more it seems, I hear the cannon’s roar, 
The bursting shells, the bullets’ ring, 

The awful crashing noise of war, 

But above it all, I hear you sing. 


“In my dreams again I see you go, 

In battle’s fury your life to give, 

A soldier’s choice, but this I know, 
You suffered death, that we might live. 


“Trembling memories — memories of long ago 
My thoughts awaken with a start 
Lonely for you but this I know 
*Tis for you, the beating of my heart.” 


General Foote turned to the Cross of Sacrifice and saluted 
as he closed with these words: 

“I salute you my comrades. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts salutes you. In the arms of the Almighty and 
Everlasting God, may your souls find rest and peace.” 


Following General Foote’s tribute Captain MacPherson 
laid a wreath at the base of the Cenotaph. Then saluting the 
Memorial and turning to face the Company, he took his post 
while the band played the Star Spangled Banner and the 
Canadian National Hymn and God Save the King. 
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The Company then marched to the Citadel where Captain 
MacPherson introduced Col. Raymond F. Rauscher who 
made the following address at the dedication of a plaque 
honoring a group of American soldiers who died in the battle 


of the seige of Quebec, 170 years ago, and were buried in this 
historic spot. 


AT THE CITADEL 


(Remarks of Colonel Raymond F. Rauscher, Quebec, September 26, 1950) 

“Nearly one hundred and seventy-five years ago, approximately a 
score of American lives paid forfeit in an ill-fated attack on Quebec, and 
in the light of the progressive friendly understanding, association 
and determination of the peoples of Canada and the United States for 
the preservation of our free institutions, which over the years, have 
grown in affection, fervor and stability, we like to feel that this inci- 
dent of American revolution was, in a sense, the beginning of affilia- 
tions and high purpose in the cause of Liberty and Democracy. 

“These Americans died in the Military service of the Country, even 
as your forbears, and ours, have given their lives on the field of battle, 
—and have remained in your soil, to ransom, so to speak, the inestima- 
ble blessing of good will, that thank God, firmly exists between our 
beloved countries, 

“The significance of this occasion of tribute, it would seem, lies in the 
manifestation of Canada’s recognition of a valiant erstwhile foe, and 
this Mausoleum becomes not only a memorial of sacrifice and a resting 
place for the dead, but also a monument to the kindness and generosity 
of the Canadian people, who have assuredly, our abiding appreciation 
and gratitude. 

“Those of us who through knowledge and experience have learned 
the tragedy and futility of war; who long for an enduring peace in the 
world, are conscious of the pending threat to our democratic way of life, 
by the exponents of a doctrine of godlessness, intolerance, cruelty and 
rule by might, and it is certain that these inhuman philosophies must 
be destroyed if a lasting world peace is to be secured. We rejoice that 
in two world wars, the Canadian Army and the Army of the United 
States marched forth together to face a common enemy. 

“By your enormous contribution, and ours in blood and_ treasure 
there has been forged a permanence of the bonds of admiration, respect 
and friendship, which we pray will forever endure between the peace 
loving peoples of Canada and the United States. This is a priceless heri- 
tage, for which we shall be ever ready to make the supreme sacrifice in 
the name of all free men.

Governor MacLaren: Colonel MacPherson, Your Worship, Mr. 
Minister, distinguished guests, and my dear fellow comrades of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. As a Cana- 
dian it is a great pleasure for me to respond to a toast to Canada, espe- 
cially at a meeting of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
which I hold very dear to my heart. 

Canada is a vast country with limitless resources and it gives one a 
warm feeling to think that the 3000 miles of border which separates us 
from your great country, unlike countries in Europe, has no fortifications 
or any pretensions of military might on either side of the border.

It gives me an opportunity to extend not only the Greetings of Gov- 
ernor Dever, who is unable to be with you today, but also to express my 
own personal views to you good citizens of the Province of Quebec. 

I have always marveled at the excellent relations which exist between 
Quebec and our Commonwealth. However, it should not be too remiss 
on my part to inform you that the good relations — the growth — the 
expansion of economy — and the good living conditions which are found 
in Massachusetts. can be traced to the generous contributions of the 
high-calibred people of Quebec. who play a major role. 

Therefore. on behalf of His Excellency Paul A. Dever, Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, I hereby return to you this Toast.

It would be hard to find another 
organization of any kind on this continent which has shown in the past 
more interest and attachment to our old city than your splendid Artillery 
Company. Before the war, it was our privilege on several occasions to be 
host to your association and then came the second world-wide struggle 
which had made it almost impossible for you to meet outside of your 
country. Is it necessary for me to say how much we appreciate your 
attention and how proud we feel that you should have remained so fond 
of our old and historic city as to come here again as soon as world condi- 
tions made it possible? I remember that in 1942, I had the pleasure of 
extending an invitation to your Captain Commander who replied say- 
ing how much he regretted that transportation difficulties made it im- 
possible to come here.

Mayor John B. Hynes has sent his representative Francis X. McGinnis. 

Francis X. McGinnis: To represent the Mayor of Boston, the Hon. 
John B. Hynes, at any civic or social occasion is always a pleasure; but 
to be selected to respond to the Toast to the City of Boston in the absence 
of His Honor the Mayor at this auspicious and memorable dinner, is a 
dignified responsibility which I shall always highly cherish. 
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Mayor Hynes is best known to many people as a fine Christian gentle- 
man, to others he is r 


cognized as an erudite and resourceful adminis- 
trator of municipal affairs. but to you the officers and members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. he is just 
Private John B. Hynes — your comrade. 


It is regrettable therefore, that he could not be present here tonight, 
and he has asked me to convey to you comrades, his personal well wishes 
for a most enjoyable Tour of Duty, and to the religious dignitaries 
present. to those representing the City and Province of Quebec, and the 
grand Old Dominion of Canada, the official Greetings of the City of 
Boston. 

I would like to relate one observation which I made during this en- 
joyable mission to Canada. I suppose you have made some too. Possibly 
you looked upon Montreal as a great metropolis similiar to that of our 
beloved Boston; you way have viewed with awe and wonderment the 
rolling countryside of the Province. You may have marveled at the 
“quaintness” (if you will) of the City of Quebec. or reflected momentarily 
at the Memorial exercises held this morning by your distinguished or- 
ganization. upon the historic traditions so richly connected with this 
famous City. But the most impressive thought which registered in my 
mind, occurred on my visit this afternoon to that internationally famous 
Shrine of Saint Anne DeBeaupre. Churches, Basilicas, Cathedrals with 
spires and crosses pointing Heavenward plus an expression of strong 
Faith in an Omnipotent God by a peasant people, indicated a solemn tone 
of Spirituality, here in the City of Quebec. 

Here I found a common bond between the Cities of Quebec and Boston. 
Here I found a ring of Spirituality which if it could resound to those 
parts of the World, where ruthless Communism prevails, and Godliness 
is suppressed, I am sure would bring a universal peace, a better knowl- 
edge of love of neighbor and all this for the love of God. Some day this 
will be a reality and under God the forces for good will conquer. 

One of the beloved spiritual leaders of the people of Quebec is His 
Excellency the Most Rey. Maurice Roy, Archbishop of Quebec. 

A judicious and God fearing gentleman is the civic leader of this great 
City, the Honorable Lucien Borne, Mayor of Quebec. 

His Honor Mayor Hynes has asked me to present these two souvenir 
brochures to these outstanding figures in the Spiritual and Civic life of 
this great City. They not only depict the “Old” and the “New” Boston, 
but they contain a personal message from our beloved Mayor together 
with a cordial invitation to both Archbishop Roy and Mayor Borne to 
visit Boston and stay as long as they wish. 


Adjutant Kane then presented the Commanding Officer. 


Coroner. MacPuerson: Mr. Toastmaster, Honorable Guests: It is not 
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only a privilege, but I deem it a great honor to stand before you tonight 
as the Commanding Officer of the ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS, and to be so warmly 
welcomed by the Dominion of Canada, Province of Quebec, and more 
specifically to be the guest of the historical city of Quebec. 


The ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY, An- 
cient in its history, and honorable in its renown, is the oldest military 
organization in the Western Hemisphere, and we have come to this 
beautiful city of yours, to extend to you the right hand of fellowship, 
hoping that in our small way, we might be ambassadors of goodwill 
from our United States to the Dominion of Canada. 


Before a white man’s eyes had ever feasted with admiration on this 
majestic promontory, the Indians had recognized its beauty and had 
made it their tribal home. Some four hundred years ago, this impressive 
gateway of the north became the first place of entry of Cartier; and 
since then it has been looked upon as the Cradle of Civilization in 
Canada, a country of which the great court of Versailles gazed down 
upon with great admiration when Champlain, in 1608, founded the first 
settlement on Canadian soil. 


We are now gathered in a world-famous city, in a world-renowned 
hotel, on the very spot where the chiefs of the Allied Nations met and 
successfully planned the decisive operations which brought about the 
tremendous victory over Germany and Japan, and what we hoped would 
be the restoration of peace in the world at large. 

Let us now be prepared for whatever eventuality we are called upon 
to face in the present turmoil. Canadians and Americans alike, both 
come from God fearing, liberty loving people. Together we have shed 
the blood of our men and shared the treasures of our industries to bring 
about the downfall of tyranny and the triumph of freedom. 

In more than two consecutive wars we have faced together a common 
enemy. Let us not fail to heed the handwriting on the wall, and let us 
lend, as brother Americans, our every effort to suppress the communistic 
tendencies by facing a common foe. 

Three thousand miles of unprotected territory border you, our Canadian 
friends, and we, your brethren from the United States of America, be- 


come moulded into one force and will call ourselves the undefeated 
Americans. 


TODAY — We will do the difficult. TOMORROW — we will accom- 
plish the impossible. 
“When hearts are all high beating, 
And the trumpet’s voice repeating 
That song, whose breath may lead to death — 
But NEVER to retreating!” 
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Let us stand four-square, and fight a common despot. 

For my fellow comrades and myself I proffer my sincere thanks to 
each and every one of our good friends on this side of the border who 
have contributed so much of their time and deeds to make this day and 
our visit a more memorable one in the history of our old Corps. 


At the conclusion of these remarks Col. MacPherson closed 
the ceremonies on the 313th Fall Field Day Banquet.

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WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


The public reception of the Governor at the State House 
on February 22nd was attended by an unusually large num- 
ber of members of the Company. Following the usual custom 
the delegation of Ancients passed before the Governor and 
his staff at the head of the line. Governor Dever graciously 
received Lt. Col. MacPherson and the members accompany- 
ing him and was very complimentary about the fine turnout 
of the Ancients attending the reception. 

Upon the return of the members to Faneuil Hall a short 
meeting was held covering necessary business. 

Upon adjournment of the meeting the members met in 
the Armory for the traditional Washington’s Birthday ban- 
quet. 

The facilities of the Armory were taxed to the utmost by 
the great attendance at the dinner. The largest number of 
guests and members present at any similar occasion greeted 
the speakers of the day cordially and warmly. 

Lt. Col. MacPherson extended the greeting of the Com- 
pany to the assembled guests, praised George Washington as 
the greatest American patriot and lauded Governor Dever 
for his fine administration of the affairs of the Common- 
wealth. Governor Dever, as Commander-in-Chief of the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Company, praised the fine 
spirit and the glorious history of the company and warned 
that the same type of loyalty and fairness was as necessary 
today, if not more so, than any other time in our country’s 
history. Touching upon international affairs the Governor 
said, ‘“The protection of Europe is a necessary prelude to a 
later consequence. I don’t want to defend Boston on the 
shores of Cape Cod. I want to defend it as far away from the 
howitzers of the enemy as possible.” 

Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, former Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions and a member of the Company, urged all possible sup- 
port of General Dwight D. Eisenhower’s program in Europe. 
The Admiral said, ‘““He will make sure we are victorious in 
Europe if we ever have to go to war again. No man is better 
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qualified to handle our Army and the armies of our allies. 
Make sure General Ike gets the forces he needs.” Referring 
to criticism of those conducting the war in Korea, the Ad- 
miral stated, “The boys in Korea are fighting under great 
difficulty but they now have the situation well in hand. If 
you win the last battle in any struggle that is all that is neces- 
sary. The men in Korea are going to win the last battle.” - 

Other speakers of the banquet included Judge Francis X. 
Reilly of Westboro, Colonel Edward H. Metzger, represent- 
ing the commanding general of the New England sub-area, 
and John Brown, city greeter, representing Mayor Hynes, 
confined to his home by illness. 

Lt. Colonel MacPherson, on behalf of the Company pre- 
sented Governor Dever with a silver tray, a gift of the Com- 
pany.

U. S. ADMIRAL IS ‘HONORED’ TO BE PRIVATE IN 
OLD ARTILLERY UNIT

If you were to ask Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, former United States 
Chief of Naval Operations, just what it was like to be a “private” in an 
Army formation such as the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
of Boston, Mass., he would grin and give you exactly the same answer 
he gave this reporter last night at the Mount Royal Hotel: 

“Fine . . . I not only enjoy being a private and my association with 
the A. and H. very much indeed, but I consider it an honor to hold that 
rank,” 

The be-ribboned admiral, one of the highest-ranking military men to 
belong to the 313-year-old organization, had only one worry. 

“I’m just wondering if I will get my new uniform pretty soon,” said 
Admiral Denfeld. 

The retired Chief of Naval Operations, one of more than one hundred 
members of one of the oldest military organizations in North America 
who marched from the Windsor Station to the hotel for this year’s “Fall 
Tour of Duty,” turned serious when queried about the international situ- 
ation. 

“I believe the Korean situation is progressing satisfactorily at the 
present time but it will be some time before we can clear it up . . . that’s 
pretty rugged terrain,” he said. He stressed it was purely ‘my own per- 
sonal opinion, of course” and that he was talking “right now as a 
civilian.” 

Last night, the group with a history and tradition dating back to 1637 
and a direct offspring of the Honorouble Artillery Company, of London, 
Eng., made itself at home for a one-day stay in the metropolis. Members 
attended a dinner at the hotel and staged a reception for civic officials. 
Today, a bus tour, a visit to a Montreal firm and a reception aboard the 
S.S. Tadoussac awaits them. Tonight the members leave by boat for 
Quebec City, then a voyage on the Saguenay River and return to Mon- 
treal Friday morning. They will leave by train for Boston the same 
evening.

ANCIENTS BRAVE SMOG ON RIVER; RETURN DELAYED

The steamer Tadoussac, with a party of Massachusetts’ Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery aboard, docked safely here today after a smog- 
imperiled voyage — and proudly flew the personal flag of Adm. Louis 
C. Denfeld (Ret.), of Westboro, Mass., upon reaching her berth. 

The standard was presented by Adm. Denfeld to the skipper of the 
steamer, Capt. Anatole DeLage, in recognition of the captain’s “extra- 
ordinary seamanship” in bringing the luxury vessel through the dense 
smog which blanketed the St. Lawrence River. , 

“It was a neat job,” Adm. Denfeld said in making the presentation. 

“It is a great honor to fly the insignia of an American admiral,” Capt. 
DeLage answered in accepting the favor. 

The admiral’s flag, four white stars on a blue background, was flown 
from the Tadoussac’s mast. 
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The vessel was returning from a sightseeing cruise upriver when the 
smog clamped down and blotted out visibility. 

Rivermen said it was the “worst smog in twenty years.” They attrib- 
uted the conditions to smoke from the widespread forest fires in the 
Alberta region. 

The Tadoussac docked at 8:43 A. M., several hours behind schedule 
and too late for the group to catch the Boston train. 

Members of the party remained aboard ship tonight and will leave 


for Boston in the morning. They are expected to arrive in the Hub at 
7:30 P. M. 


Covered in the press was the annual parade, election, and 
banquet which followed at the Copley-Plaza.

the super flattop, and I understand we’ll get that, too, shortly.” 

He spiced his serious topic with thinly veiled sarcasm in responding 
to the traditional toast to the armed forces when he said, “We'll get the 
super flattop all right, but it'll probably be thirty feet shorter than the 
one I requested just so that they can be able to say it wasn’t the one 1 
wanted for our navy. 


$20,000,000 Wasrep 

“When we do get it, though,” Admiral Denfeld said, “the people 
should rise up and inquire of the people in Washington what happened 
to the $20,000,000 that went down the drain when the flush-type carrier 
I requested was ditched and the plans were torn up.” 

Governor MacLaren, an honorary member of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company, in his response to the toast to Canada, said the 
communist threat must be met with firmness and vigor in order that our 
wonderful institutions be kept intact. 
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Awake or DANGER 

“We know,” he said, “there is a danger arising from sinister plans 
to undermine the structure of free government within the borders of 
individual nations which would wipe out our freedom of speech, the 
secret ballot and the right to worship in the faith of our fathers.” 

Mayor Hynes drew loud applause and prolonged laughter when he 
lightly referred to the return of former Mayor Curley to Boston and 
his announcement that he is a candidate for Mayor two years from now.

“As the comparatively new Mayor of Boston, whose term in office is 
both limited by law and by an edict — an edict recently issued by an 
esteemed honorary member of this great company, I’m twice pleased to 
respond to the toast of Boston.”

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TRIBUTE TO PAUL REVERE and “OLD IRONSIDES” 
BOSTON NAVAL SHIPYARD 
CHARLESTOWN,, MASS. 


APRIL 18, 1951 


A joint tribute to “Old Ironsides” — the gallant Frigate 
CONSTITUTION and to Paul Revere, the man who cop- 
pered her with American-rolled copper sheets in 1803 before 
her triumphs against the Barbary Pirates and in the War 
of 1812, was held at 11 A.M. Wednesday, April 18th, aboard 
the CONSTITUTION at the Boston Naval Shipyard. 

On this memorable occasion the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts was represented by our 
Commander — Lieut. Col. E. Douglas MacPherson and Past 
Commander, Lieut. Colonel John C. Brink. Speaking to the 
distinguished guests assembled on the deck of the Frigate, 
Mr. J. J. Russell, President of Revere Copper and Brass In- 
corporated, spoke as follows: — 


“Thanks to you, Mr. Revere, for your introduction and to the Paul 
Revere Memorial Association for making this occasion possible. By help- 
ing to keep alive the memory of Paul Revere and his many contributions 
to our national life and traditions, your association is performing a service 
which should merit public appreciation throughout the land. 

Surely no American can reflect on the glorious record of this sturdy 
old Frigate CONSTITUTION — which Captain Maraspin summarized 
so well for us — without a glow of patriotic pride. Many pages of 
valor have been written into the history of our nation but no page is 
more stirring than that on which the exploits of “Old Ironsides” are 
inscribed, 

And yet not all the courage and patriotism, the determination and 
perseverance connected with “Old Ironsides”, are to be found in the log 
of her victories on the sea. Her gallant crew fought and won memorable 
battles but a non-seaman — a man who never sailed aboard her against 
an enemy — js entitled to great recognition also for helping to make 
her triumphs possible. 

That man was Paul Revere. 

The United States today is confronted with enormous international 
problems. The way ahead seems filled with danger and peril. But the 
skies are no darker now — in fact they are not nearly so black — as 
our young republic faced in the years immediately following the sur- 
render at Yorktown. 
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Today our nation is strong. We have vast resources and great weapons, 
and we have many allies and friends. But in 1800 the infant United 
States confronted a hostile world alone, with war an ever-present possi- 
bility. Napoleon was beginning to ride his star. England’s antagonism 
was openly shown in the practice of impressing American seamen. Even 
the Algerian pirates regarded us with contempt and had forced us to 
pay humiliating tribute. 

The American cry at the turn of the nineteenth century was for 
ships — fighting ships which could demand and win respect for the 
United States flag. But, in view of the perilous times, they had to be 
American-built ships — ships built in this country from bow to stern. 
And this was impossible because the most vital ship-building materia! 
of all — sheet copper — had to be imported from England. 

Our country had won its political but not its economic independence. 
Without an American copper rolling industry, the United States could 
never be fully free. Fortunately, there was a man who was applying 
a notably resourceful mind toward a solution of this national emergency. 

If one word could sum up Paul Revere, in addition to “patriot”, it 
would be “versatility”. A horseback rider he was, yes, as every boy and 
girl knows. But he was many other things as well — silversmith, en- 
graver, political cartoonist, metalworker, bell caster, gunpowder manu- 
facturer, cannon caster and even a dentist. No bulldog was ever endowed 
with greater tenacity than this man, Revere. He saw there could be no 
greater patriotic service to his country than to provide it with an 
American source of precious copper sheets. 

As early as 1788 he had established an iron foundry and in 1792 he 
began working with copper, casting the first of his many famous bells. 
So he was no novice in copper working when the CONSTITUTION 
was being built in Boston in 1795 in Hartt’s yard, not far from his 
house. He determined to play a part in her construction. This wish was 
granted suddenly when it was found that the Frigate’s copper bolts — 
which, along, with the copper sheeting, had been imported from Eng- 
land — were faulty, Revere solved the problem and solved it so well 
that his work won the admiration of a Navy Lieutenant, John A. Lord, 
Construction Corps, U.S.N., more than a century later when the vener- 
able ship was being repaired. 

And so Paul Revere played a major part in giving this gallant old 
ship the American pride and seaworthiness which undoubtedly helped 
her and her gallant crew to accomplish the exploits which will forever 
be linked with the name of the United States Frigate CONSTITUTION.” 


The Paul Revere Memorial Association sponsored the event 
as a feature of the 150th Anniversary of Paul Revere’s dis- 
covery of the secret of rolling copper in 1801 and his founding 
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of America’s first successful copper rolling mill in Canton.

Participants in the ceremony were — Captain Davis G. 
Maraspin, president of the Society of the War of 1812: 
Edward H. R. Revere, great-grandson and oldest male de- 
scendent of the man whom Longfellow immortalized; Captain 
Peter M. Moncy, U.S.N. Chief of Staff to the Commandant, 
First Naval District; J. J. Russell, president, Revere Copper 
and Brass Incorporated, Chief Boatswain K. H. Christensen, 
U.S.N. commanding officer of the CONSTITUTION, Paul 
Revere, great-great-grandson of the patriot and president of 
the Paul Revere Memorial Association, and Col. E. Douglas 
MacPherson, and Lieut.-Colonel John C. Brink. 

Another feature of this unusual gathering was the address 
of Captain Davis G. Maraspin, President of the Society of 
the War of 1812. His remarks though short were enlightening 
to those who were not familiar with this much overlooked 
era of our national history. His speech is reproduced here. 


“It is a privilege to us, as it is to all American citizens, to be able to 
come here and stand upon the deck of this ancient frigate, the CON- 
STITUTION, which is fittingly named for that great document that 
is the cornerstone, foundation and structure of our form of national 
government. 

It was the intelligence and skill of free men enjoying the benefits of 
the liberties guaranteed by this great document which planned and built 
this frigate here in Boston. Of the excellence of their labors there can 
be no doubt, for she superbly bore the brunt and stress of storm and 
Sea, endured the gruelling actions with the enemy, giving way at last 
in degrees to the ravages of time, which have twice been overcome to 
retain her as a proud monument of our naval glory. 

Time does not permit of exhaustive description of all of her engage- 
ments or exploits, but three great victories in the War of 1812 stand out 
prominently in the list of her accomplishments. 

The first of these took place on the 19th of August 1812 when, under 
command of Captain Isaac Hull, she met the frigate GUERRIERE under 
Captain Dacres about half way between New York and the Azores. By 
skillful seamanship and great courage, Hull maneuvered while with- 
holding his fire, as to bring the two frigates into extremely short range. 
The broadsides then given were devastating and the GUERRIERE struck 
her colors, She sank on the following day and her officers and crew were

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brought into Boston on the CONSTITUTION, which was received with 
great acclaim. 

On the 29th of December of the same year, under Captain William 
Bainbridge. she engaged in a three hour action with the frigate JAVA, 
setting the latter on fire and causing her to strike her colors. In this 
engagement the wheel of the CONSTITUTION was shot away, but in 
spite of it. skillful seamanship procured a signal victory. 

Under Captain Charles Stewart she fell in with the frigate CYANE 
and sloop LEVANT on the 20th of February 1815, After a spirited action 
these two vessels were captured and taken into Santiago, Cape Verdi, as 
prizes. Questioning the prospect of neutrality in that port, Captain 
Stewart made a dash for sea and ordered the CYANE and LEVANT to 
do likewise. The CONSTITUTION and CYANE eluded their pursuers 
and returned to the United States, but the LEVANT was recaptured. 

These outstanding victories testify to the skill of all who contributed 
to the construction of the CONSTITUTION and particularly to the 
excellence of the officers and men who accomplished them. It is most 
fitting that we pay our tributes of respect to their memories and their 
deeds and may we from them take increased devotion in performing all 
of our duties as citizens of this great nation.”

Liberator bomber “The Ancient and Honorable Artillery

Due to the bond subscriptions made by the members of 
the Company under Captain Frank G. Volpe, 1943-44, and 
the committee chairman Captain James J. Curry, a total of 
$1,068.950.00 was subscribed to the Third Bond Drive. As 
a result of this tremendous effort two bombers were named 
for the Company. 

In conjunction with the Air Force Association Convention 
in Boston. Colonel Thomas F. Stack suggested a reunion of 
all the men who ever flew “Ancient and Honorable” in order 
to toast the group which made the B-24 an integral part of 
the 737th Squadron. 

Colonel Stack expressed the affection of all members for 
this “Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company” because 
of its ability to get the crew to its target and back again. The 
ship was noteworthy in this respect and its later stages, be- 
cause of brutal punishment it was referred to as “Holey, 
Holey, Holey.” 

The last mission of the famed bomber was on December 
18, 1944. After a six hundred mile flight to Osweicin, Poland 
it was shot up badly and en route home the crew was ordered 
to abandon ship. However, the pilot attempted to land the 
ship and was killed in the attempt. The “Ancient and Honor- 
able” went down in the middle of Yugoslavia ending a no- 
table and long career. 

With true “Bostonian hospitality” Captain MacPherson 
arranged a cocktail party at the Armory and a lobster dinner 
at the Touraine Hotel. 

In return the 15th Air Force Society invited the members 
of the Company to their ‘“‘Wing-Ding” at the R.K.O. Memo- 
rial Theatre.

30,000 VISIT AIR TERMINAL 
Orriciats Depicate $4,500,000 Burtpinc 
By Charles Collins 

A crowd estimated by the state police as numbering 30,000 persons yes- 
terday visited the Boston airport’s new terminal building, but fewer than 
5000 braved northeast winds to sit through ceremonies dedicating the 
$4,500,000 structure to the memory of the late Brig.-Gen. Louis E. 
Boutwell.

The weather also dealt the crowd another blow in causing 67th 
Fighter Wing to call off a scheduled flight of 175 jet fighters because 
of poor conditions north and west of Boston. 

The crowd, which arrived early and stayed late to give the most 
modern airport terminal building “the once over,” created traffic snarls 
that at times held a line of cars at a standstill from the Sumner tunnel 
to the airport’s National Guard building. 

Sgt. Simon C. Sullivan, in charge of an extra state police detail to 
handle the traffic, said the crowd was the airport's largest of the year. 

City and state officials joined the 67th Fighter Wing high command 
in paying tribute to the late wing commander and sheriff of Middlesex 
county for whom the building was named. Included in the group were 
many officers who had served with Boutwell in the Pacific with the 
Seventh Air Force in World War II. 

Gov. Dever, who made the dedicatory address, paid tribute to Bout- 
well as a “patriot and statesman, warrior and administrator,” and Arch- 
bishop Cushing, who delivered the benediction, referred to him as a 
“good man, great patriot and one of the noblest public citizens.”

_Other speakers included Joseph C. Mulhern, chairman of the state 
airport management board; the Rev. Hilyer Straton, minister of Bout- 
well’s church; and Maj.-Gen. Clyde Mitchell of the First Air Force, 
representing Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, chief of staff of the Air Force. 
? House Majority Leader McCormack, chairman of the exercises, said 
it was fitting that the building should be dedicated ‘to the memory of 
aman whose spirit of service found magnificent expression in the forma- 
tion and command of the first National Guard air unit in the country.” 

“Gen. Boutwell typified the personification of what we have always 
recognized as the bulwark of American defense: the competent citizen- 
soldiers,” he said. 

Mulhern hailed the opening of the terminal as a step in the program 
to place the $63,000,000 facility on a self-paying basis, and as another 
Stride in the development of Logan airport “to a point where it is one 
of the world’s outstanding skyports.” 

The general’s widow, Mrs. Marion H. Boutwell, who attended the 
ceremonies with two daughters, officially unveiled the plaque memori- 
alizing Boutwell. Looking on were Mrs. Edward L. Logan of Cohasset, 
Widow of the general for whom the airport was named; her daughter, 
Patricia, and son, Edward Logan.

By vote of your committee it was decided to spread the fol- 
lowing report upon the pages of this year’s annual, it being 
the report of members assigned by Captain MacPherson who 
investigated the qualifications of Mr. Myron C. Taylor to 
belong to this venerable Company. Under date August 1, 
1950 Lieutenant Colonel Earl Barnard and Major Walter 
W. Austin wrote as follows: 


“The two members of the Committee detailed to personally interview 
Mr. Myron Taylor of New York relative to his becoming a member of 
the organization by Right of Descent, called on the gentleman at his 
office, 71 Broadway, New York City, at three-thirty P. M., July 17, 
1950, and found Mr. Taylor to be a very fine and courteous gentleman. 
A big man physically as well as in the financial world, having been the 
president of the U. S. Steel Corporation and for many years U. S. Repre- 
sentative to the Vatican at Rome. 

“After providing ample proof of his right to be a member of this 
organization by Right of Descent he told us how one of his forbears had 
been a boy friend of Elizabeth,.Queen of England, and through jealousy 
in the Court thought it best to flee the Country, so he went to Holland 
where he learned the Dutch language and from Holland to Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony, with the English settlers. There he later became 
number eleven of the Artillery Company. When the Dutch in New 
York had a little trouble with the Indians there, they did not have the 
experience of fighting the Indians that the men of Massachusetts had, 
so the help of a man of experience was asked from the armed forces of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Taylor's forbear was sent, and evidently did a good 
job for the Indians never bothered the Dutch after that and the gentle 
man was treated so well and made so much of in New York, that he 
stayed right there and did not return to Massachusetts. 

“Mr. Taylor lives on the land granted his forbears and has in his 
possession the original grant, granted by the Indians, for the land. 

“We asked Mr. Taylor to be of our party to take the Fall trip, but 
this he cannot do. He hopes, however, to be with us on the June cele- 
bration and it is suggested by this Committee that arrangements be 
made for that day, and Mr. Taylor to be here and because of Mr. 
Taylor’s association with the Vatican that he and Archbishop Cushing 
be at the banquet. 

“The work of Leo Bourdon in furnishing us with a leather bound 
volume of eight or ten pictures of the stairway in the Armory, the 
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Drum Head Election on the Common, etc. was very much appreciated. 
This we presented to Mr. Taylor who prizes it very highly because as 
it is said in China, one picture is worth ten thousand words.” 

Mr. Taylor gave the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company two volumes of the genealogy of his ancestor, and 
these are in the custody of your committee on Museums and 
Libraries.

Almighty God. our heavenly Father, in whose hands are the living 
and the dead; We give Thee thanks for all those Thy servants who have 
laid down their lives in the service of our country. Grant to them Thy 
mercy and the light of Thy presence, that the good work which Thou 
hast begun in them may be perfected; through Jesus Christ Thy Son 
our Lord, Amen. 


THE SERMON 
Tue Reverenp Russevt Peck 
Vicar of Christ’s Church (The Old North Church) 

“Let your speech be always with grace, seasoned with salt.”—St. 
Paul’s Epistle to the Corinthians, 4th Chapter, 6th Verse. 

On this 313th anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. we recall how the Reverend John Wilson. brother-in-law of 
Captain Keayne. spoke. I am sure with Puritan grace. seasoning his 
words with salt. 

In the first “cedar.” Old South, Meeting House. he was garbed in his 
black gown with white cambric bands. 

Your guest has no “hag wig” today and no hour glass, but the tradi- 
tion of the gown and bands has never died in the Old North, and today 
Old South and Old North meet. 

This service. seeking Divine Protection. is your oldest tradition, 
always preceding the Drum-Head Election. 

The names of some of the former preachers interest us. There are the 
great 17th Century giants of the North End: John Cotton, 1651. A few 
years ago I preached in his old church in England, St. Botolph’s. In- 


crease Mather, 1665; Cotton Mather, 1691; Jonas Clark, of Lexington. 
too, am descended. 


1768, and again being rsonal. from his father I, 
i Sn ae ere hidden, 


and in whose house John Hancock and Samuel Adams w' ‘ 
when the British marched to Lexington, their capture being one of their 
objectives. 

As we know. Paul Revere warned them, and they escaped to Woburn. 

In 1815 Francis Parkman, in 1821 Edward Everett, in 1822 John G. 
Palfrey. and in later days. Edward Everett Hale. Phillips Brooks. and 
Ralph Sockman. 

This first Monday in June has seen many listeners and speakers who 
recall much in the history of “Our Town.” Other men have not always 
been so kindly remembered like Governor Andros, who in the 1600's 
suppressed the meetings of your Company. Totalitarian government is 
not entirely new. 
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However, I noted when Andros surrendered. it was to one of your 
captains. In your records we find again that meetings were suspended in 
the Revolution. The British prevented the Ancients from drilling on the 
Common. 

To a resident of the North End, it is of no little interest that the 
Captain “marched the Company to Copps Hill, where they performed 
their exercises and evolutions” in sight, may I say, of the Old North 
spire where the signal was given April 18th. 1 


In looking over some of these Anniversary ‘speeches seasoned with 
salt” as given by the long roster of preachers, one by Dr, Coleman, 
Minister of the old Brattle Square Church, had these words, spoken in 
1938: 

“The natives trembled when they saw The Ancients train, and old 
as well as young stood still, and reverenced them as they passed along 
in martial order.” 

In 1951, old and young have not the same reverence we fear even 
though the “natives” today did seem to look upon the parade with much 
interest. Many wonder why your name is what it is, not realizing that 
the present title was assumed in the year 1700. The “Ancient” was 
bestowed because of great age, and the “Honorable” from the fact “that 
its captains and some of its earlier members had belonged to its parent 
organization one hundred years earlier, the Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of London.” 

I have read in your records about members who lived far beyond the 
three score years and ten — one of these in the 20th Century. He missed 
but one parade in fifty-five years. Asked for his recipe for longevity, 
he answered that “he was a great believer in hot water in the morning, 
and milk and molasses throughout the day. He did not drink coffee, 
and never smoked. He was a faithful reader of the Boston Herald and 
went to the movies every now and then.” I take it that this is the recom- 
mendation of one of your members. 

But, men of the Artillery Company, in keeping alive your long 
traditions, you have shown that to understand the present you must 
know something of the past. Ever since that day when Governor Win- 
throp gave you the first charter, and your members indeed fired the 
funeral volley over that Governor’s grave, your members have repre- 
sented a cross-section of life in our Boston. 

I should like to leave with you a few pictures of your men of the past 
whom, as the Apocrypha puts it, “God proved and found them worthy for 
Himself.” 


The name of Captain Robert Keayne is ever honored among you, not 
only as your first Commander, but as the man who left a legacy to build 
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a Town House. In fact, his dwelling house faced the street we now call 
State. 

Governor John Leverett, who lived where the Sears Building now 
stands, could also gaze down that street at the shipmasts clustered at 
the end. The first book printed in Boston, in 1676, was an “election 
sermon” preached to him, his Council and his Deputies. 

His administration was during stirring days — the French and Indian 
wars, when so many of your men served under Leverett. He was in 
command of your company. This governor even crossed to England 
and served under Cromwell “from Edgehill Fight to Marston Moor.” 
An honorable name, his. 

William Homes is perhaps a name new to us. In my own family we 
have long used some very battered old dessert spoons and only recently 
we found they were made by William Homes, about the year 1739. 
This man married Rebecca Dawes in 1733. Homes was a Justice of this 
town, the town the Red Men liked to call Shawmut, place of living 
springs. He also was a Captain of the Artillery. 

Ascending to Governors again, one Jeremiah Dummer was a crack 
silversmith. What he wrought in silver is today worth many a king’s 
ransom. His son, William, became Lieutenant-Governor, and in his 
time, from 1716 to 1728. the year the Old South Meeting House was 
built, three events of note took place. First, the establishment of the 
manufacture of linen; second, small-pox inoculation, thanks to Dr. 
Zabdiel Boylston and Cotton Mather; third, the establishment of Josiah 
Franklin’s newspaper. Incidentally, Governor Dummer was a Captain 
in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery in 1719. 

Four years before this, the Captain was one named Edward Martyn. 
His grave is still to be found in Copp’s Hill Burying Ground, the second 
oldest one in the town, Martyn was a land owner. He owned most of 
the land running from Hanover Street to the water’s edge of the Harbor. 

With Thomas Hutchinson, father of the Governor, the man who gave 
Boston’s North End its first school house, Martyn stood for many pro- 
gressive acts. Martyn was Captain in your Company in 1715. 

Many of you know the North End mostly by hearsay. Perhaps few 
of you have penetrated its narrow streets. Yet, there, but a stone’s throw 
from Copp’s Hill, in 1630 landed the first white woman in Boston, Anne 
Pollard, and she lived to be 105 years old. She also knew what longevity 
was. 

Years later, in 1771, a funeral service was read and a sermon delivered 
by the Rector, Dr. Caner, in King’s Chapel for a Governor, and the 
volley fired over the grave of William Shirley, directed by your Cap- 
tain Heath of the Artillery Company. 
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We could go on with names of people who have been worthy citizens 
of church and state in your organization in their times, but your 
preacher has been warned not to preach more than two hours today 
lest the “auditory” think we are back in 1651. But let us close with a 
squint at more people who have spoken, we hope. with grace. and 
always, we trust, seasoned their words with salt. 

In comparing the records of the “Old North” with your list of mem- 
bers, twenty-two of the officers of the Church have proved to be mem- 
bers of your honorable Company. 

We found that two of my predecessors have preached the “Election 
Sermon.” Just one hundred and one years ago. the Reverend John 
Woart preached it for you. and before that. in 1740. the Reverend 
Mather Byles. who was the last Rector before the Revolution. He was 
the son of a distinguished father. the clever Tory Minister of the Hollis 
Street Church. 

It was he, you remember. who was famous for many quips and puns. 
such as when the patriots set a guard to watch him, and Byles referred 
to the guard as his “observatory.” 

Of the twenty-two Old North officers. and Senior and Junior Wardens 
and vestrymen, they cover a long period. from 1685 on. even though the 
church was not built until 1723. 

There was Captain Arthur Savage of your Company in 1730. He 
seems to be the same gentleman who gave the Old North a large bap- 
tismal basin made by Jacob Hurd, an outstanding Boston silversmith. 

There was Gillem Phillips, a Sergeant in your Company, joining in 
1714. He was a bookseller, publishing a book by Cotton Mather. He 
married Marie, the sister of Peter Faneuil. Tragedy stalked into Phillips’ 
life when his brother Henry, just out of Harvard, stabbed. in the first 
duel I believe on Boston Common, Benjamin Woodbridge. after they 
had imbibed at a nearby tavern, and early the next morning Phillips 
and Faneuil put him on a sailing ship for France. But Gil Phillips did 
other things. In 1728, in Milton, with others, he erected the first paper 
mill in New England. 

Shubael Bell, who joined your Company in 1791, was a leading light 
at our Old North. He gave the church a memorable gift, a bust of 
Washington, which was carried in his funeral procession in 1799. 

It is the first memorial to our First President in New England, the 
second in the country. When General Lafayette came here to dedicate 
Bunker Hill, he trekked over to the Old North in 1824, He stood looking 
silently at that bust and then said, “That is the man I knew, and more 
like him than any other portrait.” 

Robert Fennelly, Lieutenant in your Company in 1815, was an- 
other person at the Old North. We still remember him on the corner 
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of Prince and Salem Streets, by his Apothecary Shop, started in 1796, 
and said to be the oldest drugstore in New England. 

John Johnston, in your Company in 1786, was the son of a more 
famous man, Thomas Johnston, who built the first organ in this country 
in 1759 for the Old North. The case is still intact, but some of the works 
have disappeared. His son became an officer in the Company. 

Another famous father. who belonged to the Old North, and joined 
your Company in 1750. was Thomas Newman. His son has eclipsed his 
father’s name in fame — probably as famous a sexton as there has 
even been. for it was Robert who displayed those lanterns for those few 
seconds at the request of his friend. Paul Revere. 

Time marches on, and we must not exceed the time in this Anniver- 
sary Sermon. However. I would like to think of another man who has 
connection with the Company and with the Old North Church. His 
name is Shem Drowne, a maker of weather vanes. His one of the Indian 
stood for mar above the old Province House, just opposite the 
Meeting House — he was fixing an arrow to his bow. apparently trying 
to strike at the steeple of the Old South. 


y a year 


In 1721 Drowne made another weather cock, dominating the old brick 
church in the North End. Today it still functions and stands on the 
Shepard Church, overlooking Cambridge Common. 


Two others Shem Drowne made; one that still tells us the way of 
the fickle wind has been for over 200 years on top of the Old North 
spire, a steeple that has been on the Harbor charts for these two hun- 
dred years and more. 

And lastly the glass-eyed grasshopper, still above Faneuil Hall, be- 
neath which — realize it or not — you have gathered in your Armory 
many times. 

This one man, Shem Drowne, unites with his skill what was a great 
house of the Colonial Governors. two churches, and “your” Faneuil 
Hall. 

Today we have squinted at much history. Yours is one of the oldest 
organizations in these United States, It has seen many changes, but 
truth it has seen unchanged, even though outer trappings may alter. 
As one genius put it, “The old faiths light their candles all about, but 
burly truth comes by and puts them out.” 

General Bradley said, “In our great pride at being the arsenal of 
democracy, we must remember that we are also regarded as the arsenal 
of hope. Great leadership in such a righteous cause requires that a nation 
be humbled before its God and its fellow men.” 

Today we heard your Chaplain read words of St. Paul as reflections 
of the flaming faith which he caught from his Master. St. Paul, whom 
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the great Eastern Church in Greece tis very Spring is honoring, be- 
cause he came to Athens nineteen hundred years ago. After DeVinci 
completed his masterpiece, the “Last Supper,” he invited a friend to 
see it, and after a long study of it the visitor said admiringly, “The 
goblet is wonderful; it stands out like solid silver.” Instantly DaVinci 
drew his brush across it and acclaimed, “Nothing shall draw the be- 
holder from my Lord.” 

On Him rests our life! In military organizations, in the church, it is 
the same. Your long history, like that of the longest one of the Chris- 
tian Church, is based on the Lord God, as interpreted by the Lord Jesus 
in our lives. And, as a mirror held before us, I saw again, “Let your 
speech be always with grace, seasoned with salt.”

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THE DRUM HEAD ELECTION

Speaking more seriously it js an inspiration for me to attend a meet- 
ing of what I believe to be the oldest military organization in the 
Western Hemisphere. I think it is a fine thing at all times for this 
organization to perpetuate and carry on the traditions of military service 
and patriotic self-sacrifice. There never was a time in the history of this 
country when it was more vital to keep these traditions alive because 
this country is in the middle of an extremely dangerous world situation. 
It is a world situation, the danger of which has been brought about in 
part for the very reason that we have weakened and disintegrated a 


al 
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great part of the military strength which we had built up in World 
War II. 

At the end of World War II we had the greatest Army, Navy and 
Air Force in the world. We had an undisputed influence for peace. 
Then these armed forces which have never been defeated by any enemy 
suddenly disintegrated and evaporated. 

The United States was like a man who had been walking along the 
top of a cliff and stepped off and drops. He drops fast. It takes a long 
time to climb to the top again. So we lost the influence for peace. The 
armies half and three-quarters way across Germany fell back. They did 
not fall back because any cnemy pushed them back but by our own 
order. 

Then we saw for two or three years the onward advance of com- 
munist imperialism spreading out into the Balkans, spreading out into 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. spreading out in the Far East. particularly 
into China, when we finally began to wake up in 1947 we found the 
Soviet Union in possession of almost one-third the surface of the earth 
and one-seventh of the world’s population. 

That was due largely to the fact that this great country which is the 
only hope of free men had voluntarily, because of our lack of foresight 
and lack of leadership, scrapped our military strength. Now we are try- 
ing to rebuild it because we know that the masters of the Soviet Union 
came up in a hard and tough school and the only kind of diplomacy 
they respect and pay attention to is the diplomacy backed up by force. 

So we are beginning. we have begun to build that force. We have 
another reason why we should build up that strength and that is the 
matter of keeping faith with the young men in our armed services in 
Korea. Never before in American history have we had a situation in 
which a small group of young men as those in Korea are, being asked 
to make the supreme s crifice in many cases, while at the same time we 
have business and politics as usual in this country. It is not right. 

Now it is well said, those young men in Korea are like the little boy 
im the story who had his finger in the dike, holding back the flood. 
They are buying time for us and I put it to you, if those young men 
are buying time for us then we owe it to them to make the maximum 
use of that time and to build up our armed forces as quickly as we can. 

Well, it heartens me to go back to Washington, knowing that by 
your applause you agree that we must lose no time in making America 
as strong as we can. And so in bidding you good-night and in respond- 
ing to the toast to the United States of America, I say that we can do 
nothing better to keep faith with our own flesh and blood in Korea, and 
to keep faith with the essential promise of American life, than to build 
a strong America as quickly as we can. Thank you and good-night.

The Company was already old when 
the Commonwealth was born and has seen its growth from a feeble 
wilderness colony to a powerful modern state. 

Who can gauge the importance of the Ancients to the State, every 
step along the way of its growth? This great organization is in very 
truth one of the roots of our civilization. It keeps alive old traditions. 
Each year it re-enacts ancient rites that grow more precious as time 
passes. It is indeed a rare occasion when Massachusetts bows to anyone 
jn antiquity. In the name of our ancient Commonwealth, I wish to thank 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company this evening for its 
toast. Thank you, gentlemen. 


Colonel Kane then proposed: The Third Regular Toast: 
“The City of Boston.” 


Cotonen Kane. Where in this wide world will one find 
the hospitality and good fellowship which has existed from 
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early times in our grand old Boston Town. Gentlemen, I 
give you the City of Boston. 


Caprarn MacPuerson. To respond to this toast, we have 
our Comrade, the Honorable John B. Hynes, Mayor of 
Boston. 

Hononaste Joun B. Hynes: Captain MacPherson, State Treasurer 
Hurley. very distinguished guests and fellow members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Before the Boston 
Tea Party, before the Boston Massacre, before Concord and Lexington, 
before Bunker Hill, before the city of Boston that now is, took form and 
shape and substance, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was 
a living, breathing, vital part of this old community, a full century be- 
fore the age old quest of freedom stirred the hearts of the Adamses, the 
Paul Reveres, the Hancocks, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany marched through the streets of the old town, through the narrow 
crooked streets up the winding tortuous hills, firm of step, chins out- 
thrown, pride in every movement, for were they not the first military 
company in this, the new world? For over three hundred years this 
Ancient Company has been as much a part of the life and history of 
our city and our nation as the ancient Boston Common, where the tradi- 
tional exercises were held today. 

Immortalized in legend, in folklore, in song and in story and in the 
cold unromantic records of our War and Navy Departments is the long, 
glorious story of the gallantry in action, of fealty to the cause of free- 
dom, stretching from the Revolutionary War to the present undeclared 
war in Korea. That story of faith in the right, that story of service and 
sacrifice unbroken through the centuries, is the story in essence, the 
growth and strength of this, the greatest nation on earth. For, as im- 
mortal as that story may be, yet to me something is lacking. Why is it, 
I have often asked, that. the history and deeds of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company have not been recounted perhaps in fashion 
poetic by some inspired genius, some creative mind whose words would 
fire our imagination, ignite our patriotism, make our hearts swell with 
pride, as invariably happens when we read the stirring pages that tell 
of the Charge of the Light Brigade? 


It is beyond my poor powers to cre 
stirring masterpiece, but today as I listened to the even steady cadence 


of the marching feet climbing the long steep hill to the State House, I 
was prompted, though not inspired, to put into verse a feeble effort ta 
immortalize the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. I give it to 
you with abject apologies to my brother members of the Company and 
the quite long deceased author of that legendary poem, The Charge of

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the Light Brigade. This apologetic thing is entitled “The March of the 
Ancient Brigade” — 


Half a league, half a league, 

Just half a league more, 

Up Beacon Hill marched the six hundred. 
“Forward the Ancient Brigade!”

Marched the six hundred.

Caprain MacPurrson. Comrades, our festive board 
would not be complete without our distinguished honorary 
member from Canada. I am sure you will want to hear a 
few words from him, the Lieutenant Governor of the 
Province of New Brunswick, the Honorable D. Laurence 
MacLaren. 


Honoraste D. Laurence MacLaren: My Captain Commanding, dis- 
tinguished guests and fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. First of all I am very proud to respond to the toast 
to my native country of Canada. to bring you greetings from that coun- 
try to the north and also from my native province of New Brunswick, 
where we get the biggest and finest Atlantic salmon in the world. 

As your Canadian member I had a great sense of pride when at 
Quebec you went with us and I think that one of the highlights of our 
fall tour was when we stood in front of that cenotaph, some two thou- 
sand or three thousand French Canadians stood there and General Foote 
walked toward that cenotaph and made the oration on behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and did it in beautiful 
French. 

I want you to know that my brothers in French Quebec will never 
forget the tribute he paid. And then a little later it was my privilege to 
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take your Captain Commanding and his staff to visit our Governor in 
residence at the Citadel and there we had a little party with him. 

From there we went to visit the Royal 27th French Canadian Regi- 
ment. When we Ancients walked up to them, they have a little glass 
with red liquor and they said that is caribou blood. We Ancients said, 
we do not know anything about caribou blood but lead us to it. 

Shortly before I left Canada I was talking in Ottowa, I said to the 
Governor General’s private secretary. I am coming down with my 
Canadian brothers to be with my fellow Americans; if his Excellency 
would like to send a greeting, the boys would like to have it. Within an 
hour I received this message: “I would be grateful if you would convey 
my regards to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts. I have happy recollections of their visit with me in Quebec. 
Please give to all my warmest greetings and best wishes.” 

Now I am going to be brief. I am going to be a little serious for about 
two minutes. It would not be quite right for me to be in Boston and 
not in a humorous tone. We are passing through troublesome days. 
Once again my countrymen on sea, on land and in the air are fighting 
alongside of those of yours with their brothers from other parts of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 

Now in World War I and World War II, a close relationship between 
Canada, Britain, and the United States has been among the greatest 
powers of constructive forces of the world. 

The first half of the century witnessed Canada emerging as a world 
power. In World War II our effort and men, money and finance for a 
country of fourteen millions of people, proved that we had reached a 
period where we could make our influence felt in world affairs. Today 
we are recognized as a valuable member of the North American Pact, 
to which we contributed most constructive aid. 

The United States of America is now the greatest world power with 
interests and responsibilities in every quarter of the globe. That you 
have made an all-out effort to assume those responsibilities no freedom 
loving people can deny. You have done everything possible to assist in 
keeping the peace of the world. Your most generous financial assistance 
to war-torn Europe and other countries has been unequaled since the 
history of mankind, a bulwark against those people who would destroy 
the standard of life we so cherish and the freedom for which so many 
died. We do not forget that you have carried the main share of the 
fighting in Korea. Your men have done a magnificent job. 

Now we Canadians and you, our good neighbors to the south, are 
committed to a great measure in the part we must play towards saving 
our civilization. We are pledged to assist in defending free peoples of 
the earth from the threat of aggression by those who appear determined 
to change our way of life. Already we are moving in the right direction 
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swiftly and surely to build up our strength with such vigor and resource, 
working together with other freedom loving nations, we will secure the 
peace of the world. 

We do not know our future nor can we foresee the outcome of our 
many problems. We have been through two world wars together and 
all their aftermath. Once again we may be called upon to make sacri- 
fices of all we hold dear but always remember that we hold beyond 
price the freedom of a democracy. Any other conclusion is not our way 
of life. 

I have been serious. 


[Lieutenant Governor MacLaren then related two entertaining stories 
in his own inimitable manner. ] 

I just want to say what a pleasure it has been to be with you today 
and the Canadian Royal Artillery, who enjoyed it. I just want to tell 
you I will be with you when we go in the fall, no matter where we 80, 
I will be with you. In the meantime I just wish to say to you, my coun- 
trymen in Canada salute the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 


Caprain MacPuerson. Before the Adjutant asks for the 
next toast, I want to take this opportunity to thank Colonel 
William Drummey for composing the ode and reading the 
ode at today’s service in the church. I want to thank you 
very much, Colonel Drummey, for the efficient manner in 
which you handled the Membership Committee as Chair- 
man, I also thank Major Walter Austin and the members of 
the Membership Committee who I believe have done a very 
splendid job in screening the applicants seeking membership 
in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Thank 
you.
